Presidential Initiatives and Awareness 


Antiquities Act 

1. BEARS EARS NATIONAL MONUMENT: Executive Order 13792 entitled “Review of 
Designations imder the Antiquities Act” requires an interim report to the President on the Bears 
Ears National Monmnent (BENM) within 45 days, which we estimate to be Jime 10. The report 
may include recommendations for Presidential actions, legislative proposals, or other actions 
related to the monument. Note this is orrly a report, and there will be a separate Presidential 
action.

Energy’ 

1. NEW FIVE-YEAR OFFSHORE ENERGY PROGRAM. In response to President Tnunp’s 
Executive Order on Offshore Energy, Secretary Zinke will aunoimce a request for information 
for a new five-year offshore progr am that considers opening new areas of the Outer 
Continental Shelf for offshore exploration. Since the Admirristration took office, Biueair of 
Labor Statistics reporting shows that the nirmber of workers in oil and gas extraction has 
steadily risen as Administration policies and reboiuiding of energy prices has driven 
employment higlrer. This is potentially a significant announcement that could highlight the 
President’s vision for American Energy production.

2. NATIONAL PETROLEUM RESERVE-ALASKA (NPR-A): In response to President 
Trump’s Energy Executive Order. The NPR-A is the largest block of federally managed land in 
the US, and contains approximately 895 million barrels of oil and 52.8 trillion cubic feet of 
natiual gas. The 2013 BLM management plan for the NPR-A made approximately 11 million 
of the NPRA’s 22.8 million acres imavailable for leasing, potentially precluding development 
of up to 350 million barrels of oil and 45 trillion cubic feet of natiual gas. While in Alaska, the 
Secretary will sign a Secretarial Order requesting the Assistant Secretary for Land and 
Minerals to submit a plan to reconsider the 2013 management plan.

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3. NAVAJO GENERATING STATION. The Department met in Phoenix, AZ with tribal 
nations, owners and stakeholders of the Navajo Generating Station on May 16 to discuss a path 
forward to maintain operations of the large coal power plant and associated mine, which 
directly support more than 800 local jobs. Interior also hosted a series of public listening 
sessions in Arizona that week to allow citizens to express their views on the future of the plant. 
The May 16 meeting focused on progress to-date on the action items identified at the March 1, 
2017, and April 12, 2017. An agreement in principle was reached on a two year extension for 
the operating life of the power plant through 2019, which will allow time to identify a possible 
future owner to keep the plant generating power indefinitely. The agreement is scheduled to 
go to the tribal Council of the Navajo Nation on May 24 for consideration and approval by the 
end of June. The non-Indian owners of the facility also will seek the approval of their 
respective governing boards during June.

1. CALIFORNIA WATER FIX RECORD OF DECISION. The Bureau of Reclamation, U S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service, and the Department of Commerce’s National Marine Fisheries 
Service are working with the State of California to achieve federal and state environmental 
compliance on the $15 billion California Water Fix water infrastructure project. The project 
would construct tunnels to divert water from the Sacramento River to provide water supplies to 
California residents, businesses and farmers. The federal and state environmental reviews are 
expected to be successfully completed about June 9, and the Secretary of the Interior will be 
asked to sign off on the associated federal Record of Decision about June 23. There is no direct 
federal cost-share necessary for the project to proceed. This is potentially a Major 
Infrastructure Announcement.

The Department will announce $1.1 billion in 
funding derived from fees paid for hunting and fishing licenses and firearms, bows and 
ammunition, tackle et al and distributed to states for state conservation and outdoor recreation 
projects. The grants will he announced during an event on June 13 at the Bass Pro Shop in 
Hooksett, New Hampshire.

1. USGS TO RELEASE REPORT ON CRITICAL MINERALS: USGS will release a new 
report on critical minerals for the United States that presents resource and geologic information 
for 23 mineral commodities currently viewed as important to our national economy and national 
security, many of which are sourced entirely outside of the United States. The report provides an 
in-depth look at each commodity's use, distribution of deposit types, and current status of 
production, resources, and reserves. The individual commodity chapters serve as an update to the 
1973 commodity chapters of USGS Professional Paper 820, United States Mineral Resources. 
The Acting Deputy Secretary Jim Cason has reached out to the Department of Commerce the 
Department of Defense, and the National Security Council to brief individuals on the report.

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2. NATIONAL PARK SERVICE DEFERRED INFRASTRUCTURE MAINTENANCE 
ESTIMATE RELEASED, This week, the NPS announeed the end of fiscal year (FY) 2016 
deferred maintenance (DM) estimate. Based on output from the NFS' Facility Management 
Software System (FMSS), the NPS estimates that the deferred maintenance of the NPS is 
approximately $11.3 billion. This estimate is the total (net) DM associated with all assets in the 
FMSS and is updated annually.

1. NEBRASKA POWER LINE DRAFT ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT STATEMENT. The 

R-Project is a 225 mile proposed transmission line that runs through the Nebraska footfills. It 
will be constructed and operated by the Nebraska Public Power District. Fish and Wildlife 
Service has completed a Draft Environmental Impact Statement (DEIS) for the project. NPPD is 
applying for an incidental take permit for the American burying beetle and developing the 
associated habitat conservation plan.

2. IDAHO POWER LINE RECORD OF DECISION. The Boardman to Hemingway power line 
project is a 500 KV electric transmission line, which will run from Oregon to Idaho to provide 
capacity for exchanging energy between the Pacific Northwest and Intermountain West. The 
ROD granting the right of way is expected to be finalized this month.

late May, FWS plans to send to the Federal Register a final determination on the agency’s March 
11, 2016, proposal to identify the Greater Yellowstone Ecosystem (GYE) grizzly bear population 
of Montana, Idaho and Wyoming as a distinct population segment (DPS) and revise the List of 
Endangered and Threatened Wildlife by removing grizzly bears within the GYE DPS due to 
recovery.

The proposed rule would open 
various national wildlife refuges to hunting and/or sport fishing for the first time (new hunts) and 
expand hunting and fishing opportunities at others.

Release of High-Profile Grants 

1. S15 MILLION TO SUPPORT RECREATIONAL BOATING INFRASTRUCTURE IN 40 
STATES: DOI plans to armoimce nearly $15 million in grants to 40 states for projects to 
support recreational boating through the Boating Infiastnictme Grant program. More than $9 
million of this wiU go to six states (California, Maine, Michigan, South Carolina, Texas and 
Washington) for competitive grants, and the remaining $5 million will go to 39 states, 
commonwealths, tenitories and the District of Columbia for a smaller, non-competitive gr ant 
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program. Funding is generated through the Sport Fish Restoration and Boating Trust Fund by 
exeise taxes on sport fishing and boating equipment and taekle, motorboat fuels and import 
duties on fishing tackle, yachts and pleasure craft. Grants, which are matched by funding from 
project partners, support construction or renovation of tie-ups, utilities, fuel stations, pump-out 
and dump stations, restrooms and additional sanitary amenities such as laundry and showers for 
recreational boaters.

2. $1.75 MILLION FOR MARITIME HERITAGE AND PRESERVATION GRANTS. The 

National Park Service will announce $1.75 million in grants to be used for maritime heritage 
education and preservation projects related to the maritime heritage of the United States. The 
National Maritime Heritage Act established the National Maritime Heritage Grants Program 
within the Department of the Interior and provides funding for education and preservation 
projects designed to preserve historic maritime resources and is funded through a percentage of 
the proceeds from the sale or scrapping of obsolete vessels of the National Defense Reserve Fleet 
(NDRF). All grants awarded are matched on a 1-to-l basis with non-Federal assets.

3. $3.6 MILLION FOR BATTLEFIELD RESTORATION GRANTS. The National Park

West Virginia, and Maryland.

This competitive program supplements the annual Land and Water 
Conservation Fund apportionment to states by supporting projects for disadvantaged populations 
in urban areas.

Payment-in-lieu-of-taxes are used to help offset lost property taxes due to non-taxable federal 
lands within their jurisdiction (all 50 states except Rhode Island receive payments). PILT 
payments may be used for any government purposes, such as firefighting and police protection, 
public schools and roads and search and rescue operations.
